Establishment of Correspondence Bureau for Interchange 
of Correspondence Between Old Country and Canadian 
Members—Constituency Conference Held Here Highly 


Interesting 

Threshers hummed in the great 
wheatfields of the Wetaskiwin district 
on Friday, and autumn smiled on all 
the land, In the pleasant little United | 
church, a group of women gathered 
from Millet, Angus Ridge and Wetas- 
kiwin, to discuss the work and prob- 
lems of the Women’s Institute. The! 
occasion was the Wetaskiwin  con- 
stituency conference. One other LE 
that of Chesterwold, was not repre-j 
sented, due probably to the stress of 
harvest demands and the distance. 


Mrs, A. Rodell, of Wetaskiwin, con- 
stituency convenor, presided at the 
sessions held in the morning and af. 
ternoon. Reports showed that the in- 
stitutes are up and‘ doing, and the 
work promising well for the future. 
Both Millet and Wetaskiwin branches 
have their own halls, that of Millet 
also being the community hall. Angus 
Ridge W.I. has not gone the length 
of establishing a hall but has provid- 
ed equipment and handsome stage cur- 
tains for the community hall in that 
district. 


Wetaskiwin Activity 


The Wetaskiwin W.I. clubrooms are 
rented for various purposes, Mrs. 
Liversidge reported, During the past 
year $100 was paid on the property, 
in addition to current expenses (only 
a small debt of $50.00 remains unpaid 
on the hall. This, it is expected, will 
be paid off this winter). The institute 
took the initiative in the Dominion 
Day pageant and also in the erection 
of the cairn at Peace Hills. The W.I. 
float in the pageant was a beautiful 
one, and in connection with the cele- 
bration, the Wetaskiwin W. I. also put 
on a Made-in-Alberta exhibit, The 
institute is now considering the erec- 
tion of a war memorial and the city 
council has: presented two lots to- the 


“institute for this purpose. 


Millet Busy 

Millet, with its 28 members, paid 
$337.00 on the community hall debt, 
taxes, license, etc., reported Mrs. 
Henry Phillips. Only $200 remains un- 
paid. Sick calls have been made and 
fruit and flowers taken to the sick. 
Silver cups have been given to babies, ; 
and charity work carried on, At the 
baby clinic fostered by this institute | 
45 children were examined. Ineident- 
ally, 44 of the number were found to} 
be defective. A millinery AUNT 
tion was also held. 

Angus Ridge 

Angus Ridge institute arranges most 
original programs, according to the re- | 
port presented by Mrs. Rix. Debates | 
are popular and among the subjects | 
taken up last year were: “Are Mail | 
Order houses a benefit to the com-! 
munity?” and “Should the hired man | 
be treated as a member of the fam- | 
ily?” 

A millinery demonstration was put 
on, also demonstrations in paper | 
flower making and French pastry. | 
The institute put on a play in the 


community hall and raised $149. Re-; 
ceipts for the year amounted to 
$153.80, disbursements $100.40, 


Tree Planting Increasing 

Most interesting was the report on 
agriculture presented by Mrs, Rix, of 
Angus Ridge. The institutes, she 
said, have stressed the growing of 
flowers, and have had talks on horti- 
culture, Greater interest is being 
shown by the W. I.’s in planting shelt- 
er belts. One farmer has set out as 
many as 1,500 trees and another 600. 
Small fruit growing is on the in- 
crease, and Mrs, Rix herself gave away 


350 ever-bearing strawberry plants 
this summer. An exchange for the 
distribution of house plants, flower 


seeds and slips has been formed, and 
it was suggested that shrubs should 
be included, Mr, Graiger, chicken cul- 
ler from the poultry branch of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, visited the 
district and culled the flocks. 
Welcome Newcomers 

Reporting on the question of immi- 
gration, Mrs. J. Knowlan, convener, 
stated that in the older settled dis- 
tricts there was little to be done ex- 
cept to welcome newcomers, During 
the spring influx of immigrants, the 
institute had thrown open its rooms 
for the use of the new settlers, and 
members of the 1.0.D.E. met the 
trains, 

Mrs, Manford Grant, of Angus Ridge, 
reported that an active interest had 
been shown in child welfare and pub- 
lic health. Angus Ridge and Millet had 
had baby clinics. The organization of 
a school clinic was arranged, it being 
agreed that four districts would send 
their children to one school for this 
purpose, but as yet it had not been 
possible to secure the clinic, “The 
time will come, I believe, when there 


_ will be adult clinics also; perhaps we 


; same time, the 


may even be required by law to have 
medical examination once a year,” 
Mrs Grant said. 

Mrs. Poole of Wetaskiwin, gave a re- 
port on legislation, outlining recent 
legislaton and amendments particular- 
ly affecting women and children. 

New Project Outlined 

Mrs. H. J. Montgomery of Wetaski- 
win, district convener, spoke briefly 
conveying the greeting of Mrs. W. 
Huyck, president, and touching upon 
matters stressed at the Federated 
Women’s Institute convention. Mem- 
bers were urged to co-operate with the 
department of -agriculture in the 
course for Home Helpers which it has 
arranged at the request of the insti- 
tute, by securing women who will 
take advantage of the course. The 
W. I. has established a correspondence 
bureau for the interchange of corres- 
pondence between’ old country and 
Canadian institute members. Mrs. 
Montgomery considers that this will 
be a fine way to get a good class of 
immigrants to come to Canada, The 
institutes were asked to compile ma- 
terial on the maternal death rate in 
Canada, as the Federated Institutes 
have chosen this as the problem to be 
dealt with in 1927-27. 

Leadership Important 

Miss Jessie McMillan, superintend- 
ent of the Women’s Home Bureau 
service, gave an interesting talk on 
leadership, stressing the importance 
of developing the right type. She 
suggested the study of biography as a 
source of inspiration, referring par- 
ticularly to McLean's “McDougall of 
Alberta,” and “The Life of Stanley 
Baldwin.” The biography of all great 
men shows vision, a steadfastness of 
purpose, high ideals, and unselfish de- 
votion to the work on hand, “ 

At the request of Mrs, Montgomery, 
Miss Edna Kells of Edmonton, gave 
the convention some advice on the 
matters of handling their news. 

Girl’s Club Work 

The report of the Wetaskiwin Girls’ 
club, presented by a member, showed 
this organization to be in a thriving 
condition, making calls, working for 
charity, and raising money to send 


{delegates to the Banff conference. 


The program was varied by vocal 
solos by Mr. BE. G. C, Holbrook, of 
Wetaskiwin, and Mrs, Turnbull of Mil-

year, é 

The examination “bogey” is ever 
present in their minds, but at this 
time of year it is less fearful, due to 
its distance in the futurey “And so the 
incentive to get downto. business is 
not so impelling. This is too often 
the attitude of parents‘also, who feel 
that next May will be a hard month 
on Willie for he will-have to get down: 
to work then. 

May we be peciiitied to say that 
this attitude is dangerous and _ fre- 
quently fatal to the aspfrations of the 
boy or girl. The time to get down to 
work is now. The. student is fresh 
after the long holidays)'and his mind 
quite active. His enthusiasm fs usually 
how at its climax. ‘In our humble 
opinion, the student. who is master of 
his work at the end of' the first half 
year, has the battle all but won. This 
makes it possible to’ grasp: clearly 
and with ease the subject matter dur- 
ing the final review, and at the same 
time makes it possible,for the student 
to ease up a little: in‘his mental ac- 
tiyity, as a rest, in preparation for 
the final strenuous task in June.

Power Company Does 
Not Meet With Favor 


Deputation From School Board Appear Before City Coun- 
cil—Grounds to Be Levelled—City Will Construct Cind- 
er Walk—By-law re Salaries for City Fathers Passes 


The regular meeting of the City 
Council was held Tuesday evening, 
with all members in attendance. 


After the adoption of the minutes 
of the last meeting, Dr. McColgan 
and Eli Moore, public school trustees, 
addressed the Council, re assistance 
in the matter of levelling Alexandra 
School grounds and also asked to have 
a sidewalk constructed on south side 
of the grounds, It was agreed to have 
Supt. Watson superintend the levell- 
ing of school grounds at Board's ex- 
pense, and that a cinder walk be con- 
structed by city, 

G. H. Thompson, representing the 
Calgary Power Company, Limited, ad- 
dressed Council on the matter of sup- 
plying electric light and power to We- 
taskiwin, as well as other towns north 
of Calgary, ‘from their plant near 
Banff. After a general discussion it 
was unanimously agreed that the let- 
ter be filed. 


The oflicials of Immanuel Church 
wrote drawing attention to the condi- 
tion of sidewalk near the church, Re- 
ferred to Public Works ;committee 
with power to act. 


C. M. Rice wrote respecting payment 
of taxes on his property. Letter filed. 


A. S. Rosenroll offered to purchase 
the property on fWilway street, on 
which his building stands, paying $40 
a month for same, Letter left on 
table, 

Mrs. Sald-Anderson wrote intimat- 
ing that she wished to relinquish lot 
bought from city. Council decided that 


in view of close sale made, they could 
hot accept the proposal. 

The offer of Mrs. Nels Nelson to 
purchase two lots on East side was 
referred to committee. 

The following accounts were passed 
for payment: General, $87.30; Electric
